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PRINCE LOUIS'S SHIPS 
SAIL FOR GIBRALTAR 


Farewell Salutes as the Drake 
Passes Castle William. 


‘ADIEUS OF THE ADMIRALS 


|The Prince Visits the Maine and 
| Thanks Admiral Evans—Sails Away, 


Sending Wireless Farewells. 


Rear Admiral Prince Louis of Batten- 
| berg, with his British squadron of arm- 
|ored cruisers, sailed from New York for 
Gibraltar at 10:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The flagship Drake hoisted the Stars 
and Stripes at the mainmast head and 
fired a national salute of twenty-one 
|guns as she steamed past Governors Isl- 
|and. The salute was returned from Castle 
| Williams. By mutual agreement no part- 
|ing salutes were exchanged between the 
| ships of Rear Admiral Evans and Prince 
| Louis. 
The British Admiral was kept busy up 
|; to the last moment of his stay in New 
York by official calls and answering cor- 
|respondence. His dispatches kept him up 
till 8:30 in the morning, and he only had 
| four hours’ rest before his steward called 
him. After a hurried breakfast Prince 
Leuis, dressed in uniform without 
i sword, left the Hotel Netherland at 8:45 
j}and drove to West Seventy-ninth Street 
and the North River, where his launch 
was waiting for him. 

It was about 9:80 when the launch ar- 
| rived alongside the flagship Maine. A 
guard of honor composed of seventy-nine 
marines, with band, was mounted on the 
quarterdeck, As the British Admiral came 
over the gangway the band played ‘“‘ God 
| Save the King” and the guard presented 
|arms. Admiral Evans received Prince 
|Louls on the quarterdeck and escorted, 
|}him to his cabin, After a brief general

“The people of New York will never 
see a finer example of what ships can’ do 
when kept together ,than this fleet.

GOLDEN RULE PANACEA, 


Justice Brewer’s Plain Talk at Inter- 
Church Conference. 


Associate Justice Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Court told New York last 
night that if it should accept the Golden 
Rule as its guide it would avoid Mayor- 
alty contests, ifsurance scandals, and all 
political and civil difficulties. 

Justice Brewer in:his address before the 
Inter-Churcly Conference on Federation 
took for his subject ‘‘ Government by the 


People.’ He aroused great enthusiasm 
by remarking in the course of his plea for 
good government that had he been a citi- 
zen of New York on election day he would 
have voted any ticket that had on it the 
name of William Travers Jerome, irre- 
spective of party politics, 

Justice Brewer advocated a more liberal 
organization of the conference. He said 
he would include all creeds—Gentile and

“We ought not to stand before the

not hesitate to work with

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SEA-LEVEL CANAL PLAN | 


ROUSES HOT OPPOSITION 


President, Commission, and Con- 
gressmen Disappointed. 


COMMISSION MAY BE DROPPED 


Menn Again Ready with BIll to Give 
Mr. Roosevelt a Free Hand— * 
Lock Canal Gates. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20. — Sea-level 
canal stock is down to-day. Two days 
ago it looked as if the question whether 


the Panama Canal should be built at sea | 
level or lock level had been settled by | 


the Board of Engineers. This morning 
the situation began to change; in the early 
afternoon the betting was about even, 
and to-night the outlook for a sea-level 
canal is dark. 

The sea-level proposition remained at 
par all day yesterday and until this morn- 
ing. The first blow was the arrival of 
several members of the House Commit- 
tee on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce, 
all in a hostile and belligerent mood, 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa and 
Representative Mann of Illinois called to 
see the President, and it developed in the 
course of his talk with the committee- 
men that not only they but the President 
himself? and some of the most important 
members of the Canal Commission are 
disappointed over the decision of the ad- 
visory engineers. One result of the Pres- 
ident’s feeling will. be “the reintroduction 
by Representative Mann early in the 
coming session of his bill abolishing the 
Canal Commission as created by the 
Spooner act. When the Senate strangled 
the Mann bill last Winter it was freely 
circulated about Washington that its ac- 
tion was merely another exhibition of 
Senatorial courtesy, this time to Senator 
Allison, whose friendship for Admiral 
Walker was reported to have inspired his 
opposition to Representative Mann’s bill. 

The President desires, and will receive 
under the propose’ legislation, an abso- 
lutely free hand in canal matters. He 
can then dispense with the services of 
several members of the commission and 
employ sny agents for the acfual work 
that suit him. 

He has given ‘evidence of being thor- 
oughly satisfied with Chairman Shonts, 
with Chief Engineer Stevens, and with 
Gov, Magoon of the Canal Zone. These 
three will be probably retained. The 
others are likely to have opportunity to 
find occupation soon after the new Mann 
bill becomes law. So far as the House 


is concerned, Representative Mann _ will 
have. no difficulty in passing his bill. 

The commissfon' ‘itself let it be Kngwn 
that it was not bound to adopt 
the ‘recommendution of the engineers, 
and at its office attention waa*called to 
this provision in the President’s order of 
April 8, 1905, prescribing the duties of 
the commission: 

“The recommendation of the Board of 
Consulting Engineers shall be considered 
by the Isthmian Canal Commission, and, 
with the recommendations of the com- 
mission, shall finally be submitted, 
through the Secretary of War, to the 
President. for his decision.’ 

The final blow fell with the announce- 
ment that Chief Engineer Stevens would 
leave the Isthmus on Thursday next and 
come to Washington to give the Commis- 
sioners his opinion of the sea-level plan. 
He is known to be an advocate of a lock 
canal, and was sent for by Chairman 
Sbonts, who was bitterly disappointed 
when he heard of the sea-level decision. 

The net result is that a decision is as 
far away as ever, with the difference 
that the influence of the leading mien in 
Congress is now known to be cast for a 
lock-level canal. 

If the final decision as to type of canal 
to be built across the Isthmus of Panama 
involves the construction of any number 
of locks there will be employed some 
lock gates which for size and sttength 
have not their like in the world. No en- 
gineering difficulty of any sort presents 
itself in the making of such gates, it be- 
ing only a question of enlarging on work 
already in use in several places, but it 
= be an enlargement of ample propor- 
tions. 

Lock gates are built in pairs, hinged at 
the outer, or shore end, and swing to- 
gether in the centre of the canal, like 
double doors. They meet across the 
canal at an angle of about twenty de- 
grees, and form a widely extended V. 
They are operated by steam or electricity 
through the medium of chains attached 
to the inner ends above water and run- 
ning over winches set on the shore. 
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THINK A WOMAN HELPED 
SMALLEY IN BURGLARIES 


Philadelphia’s Police Say Swift’s 
Ex-Agent Didn’t Work Alone. 


LONG CHASE TO CATCH HIM 


Traveled in Pennsylvania as a Re- 
pairer of Typewriters, but Had 
Burglar’s Tools in His Bag. 


Remarkable developments came to light 


| yesterday in the case of Aljfred Porch 


Smalley, who was formerly a manager 
for Swift.& Co., at Bergen Point, N. J., 
and who is well known in Elizabeth and 
Clayton, N. J. Smalley is now in jail in 
Elizabeth: awaiting trial for a series of 
robberies. Although the facts attending 
his arrest were known locally, it was not 
until yesterday that it was developed 
that he may have had a woman as his 
accomplice. 

The suggestion came from Philadelphia 
that Smalley may be the man who, in 
the company of a woman, has been rob- 
bing old Pennsylvania families in Ger- 
mantown. The police of that city are 
looking for such a man. The fact that 
Smalley was for a long time in Phila- 
delphia and that some of the goods 
stolen by him were recovered in and 
about that city seems to the police there 
to give weight to this suspicion. Chief 
of Police George C. Tenney of Elizabeth 
does not share this belief. He thinks 
thut when Smalley confessed to five bur- 
glaries committed in and about Eliza- 
beth he confessed to all the crimes he 
had committed. 

Against this theory of the Chief's is the 
fact that Smalley traveled through 
Philadelphia and some of the smaller 
towns in Pennsylvania, cstensibly to sell 
typewriters, and yet when he was ar- 
rested by Detective Murphy of Elizabeth 
on Oct. 27 in Milton, Penn., carried a 
satchel filled with burglar’s tools. 

In the endeavor to ascertain who Smal- 
ley’s women acquaintances were, a police- 
man in Elizabeth was found who said he 
remembered having seen Smalley in the 
company of the wife of a well-to-do. mer- 
chant of Elizabeth. When subsequently 
the police were looking .for a photograph 
of Smalley, they got it from this woman, 
who had met Smalley at the house of a 
friend. ‘ 

The woman's husband said yesterday 
that he had engaged a lawyer to collect 
evidence for .the purpose of bringing a 
diyorce suit. He said also that he be- 
lieved his wife. had visited Smalley in 
Philadelphia or Germantown, but he said 
that he felt sure that she had no part in 
the burglaries which Sifaliey is accused 
of committing. 

Residents of Elizabeth and Clayton had 
not entirely recovered yesterday from the 
original shock of Smalley’s arrest. Smal- 
ley, who is about 28 years old, was one 
of the best-known and best-liked men in 
that locality.. He kept up his acquaint- 
anceships there, making occasional trips 
from Philadelphia to visit his family and 
friends in Clayton. 

What Chief of Police George C.; Tenny 
learned about Smalley through the two 
burglaries which he committed in Eliza- 
beth during the time he was following 
him through Pennsylvania by means of 
the telegraph wire, and finally by means 
of Detective Murphy of his staff, was 
added to by Smalley’s confession to Chief 
Tenny. ‘In the latter's own words, 
Smalley was certainly a ‘‘ gentlemanly 

Tenney first heard. of a job which Smal- 


ley has since confessed to having done, 
on the morning of Sept. 19, On that day A. 
F. Young, a commission merchant of New 
York, who lives in Elizabeth, was robbed. 
The burglar had been so successful that 
it seemed probable to Tenney that he 
would try it again, perhaps in the same 
locality. So he assigned Policeman Hiney 
to the case, telling him to make a spe- 
cialty of watching for burglars. 

Smalley did try it again on the following 
night. On this second night, according 
to his own confession to Chief Tenney, 
Smalley entered and robbed the residence 
of Edward Olmsted, another New York 
business man, residing in Elizabeth.

- Commissioner McAdoo’s Regula- 
tions Prove a Success. 


35 POLICEMEN ON ODUTY) 


. } 
Safety and Convenience for Crowds in 


the Theatre District—The Com- 
missioner’s Efforts. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo put into 
operation last night his new traffic regu- 
lations in Times Square, practically estab- | 
lishing a new traffic squad, to be known 
as the Times Square Traffic Squad, for | 
the protection, safety, and comfort of | 
people going to and from the various | 
places of amusement in the vicinjty of | 
the Times Building. | 

Persons on foot found it an easy matter | 
to cross either Broadway or Seventh Ave- 
nue at Forty-second Street in comfort 
and safety, while those who had occas- 


fon.to travel on foot across Times Square | 
managed to do so without — com- 
pelled to dodge automobiles and han- 
soms, as has been the custom in the past. 

The most difficult part of the ro- 

me was to provide for the crowds in 
the theatre district during the opera sea- 
son, This had been a difficult problem 
for the reason that other amusement 
houses in the vicinity of the Opera House 
had to be cared for. 

For instance, while carriages might be 
shut out from Broadway between Thirty- 
ninth and Fortieth Streets the Knicker- 

er Theatre crowd had to be cared 
for, and also while carriages were only 
permitted to cross Broadway in the the- 
atre district at Forty-first Street, the 
Broadway Theatre folks had to have the 
privilege of driving up to that playhouse. 

But all this was looked after by In- 
rare O’Brien and Acting Captain Mc- 

ullagh, in charge of the new Times 
Square squad, and Commissioner McAdoo 
complimented them on their first night’s 
work. The Inspector and Acting Cap- 
tain were assisted by four Sergeants and 
four Roundsmen. 

The theatrical managers were well 
 oagpeeed too. Oscar Hammerstein said 
he new traffic regulations had worked 
to perfection so far as they affected the | 

atrons of his Victoria Theatre, for they 

‘ound it an easy matter to cross either 
Forty-second Street or Seventh Avenue, 
David Belasc> also said the new squad 
had done much in giving comfort and 
safety to the patrons of Belasco’s The- 
atre, and Lew Fields’s manager expressed 
himself as highly gratified, 

Vehicles coming from the east side of 
town on the way to theatres on Forty- 
second Street, between Seventh and 
Eighth Avenues, were turned north when 
they reached Broadway, and after going 
around the Times Building through Times 
Square were directed down Seventh Ave- 
nue to Forty-second Street, and then east 
to the theatres. 

All vehicles coming downtown 
above Forty-third Street were turned 
into Seventh Avenue. If they were 
bound for the Metropolitan Opera House | 
they were sent down Seventh Avenue | 





from 


Fortieth Street, and then east half way 
Over the block to the Fortieth Street 
earriage entrance of the Opera House. | 

After delivering their passengers they | 
Were turned back through Fortieth Street | 
@nd sent across Seventh Avenue to wait 
on the Fortieth Street block between 
Seventh and Eighth Avenues until after 
the opera. Every driver who stopped at | 
the Fortieth Street entrance got a red! 
check with his carriage number, which |! 
was flashed in electric lights from the} 
Fortieth street entrance when his pas- 
sengers were ready to return home. 

Carriages coming into Broadway from | 
the east side of town could pass through 
Forty-first Street from Sixth Avenue, 
and after leaving their passengers at the 
main entrance of the Opera House were 
turned up Broadway to Times Square 
and then around the Times Building and 
down Seventh Avenue, following the line | 
of uptown carriages to the Fortieth Street | 
waiting block. 

Carriages approaching the Opera House 
from downtown were sent off Broadway | 
at Thirty-eighth Street west to Seventh 
Avenue, up Seventh Avenue, and around 
to the Thirty-ninth Street carriage en- 
trance to the Opera House. J. Pierpont 
Morgan’s automobile, in which he rode |! 
to the Opera House with Mrs. Morgan, was 
sent around this way after the chauffeur 
had had a little tilt with a traffic squad 

liceman at Broadway and Thirty-eighth 

treet. 

The drivers of vehicles who deposited 
passengers at the Thirty-ninth Street en- 
trance to the Opera House received green 
checks, which meant that they would be 
called back to the Thirty-ninth Street 
entrance to pick up their passengers at 
the close of the opera. 

Pubiic hacks, after depositing their 
fares at the Broadway entrance to the | 
Opera House, were sent to a line on the 
block between Fortieth and Forty-first 
Streets, where all public hacks were cor- | 
rallied. Folks wishing to hire hacks after | 
leaving the Opera House found that at the 
Broadway entrance a policeman was on 
duty detailed for the purpose of calling 
hansoms. 

Only one cab or hansom was called at a 
time, and this did away with crowding 
and also haggling over prices, for the 
hackmen were told that they would be 
.. placed under arrest if they attempted to 
charge more than the legal rates for 
cab hire. Under this system the cabmen 
themselves got their rights, for the hack- 
men who had waited longest in line got 


the first call. 

No vehicle was permitted to cross 
Broadway at Thirty-ninth Street or at 
Fortieth Street between the hours of 6 
o’clock P. M. and 1 o'clock this morning. 

. In addition to the policemen on foot, In- 
spector O’Brien had a number of his | 
mounted men stationed in Times Square, 
and on Sixth Avenue, Seventh Avenue, | 
Eighth Avenue, Broadway, and the cross 
streets. 

Many of the policemen handed to driv- 
ers printed copies of the new rules for! 
traffic. The slips announced that the} 
rules would be in force during the pres- 
ent opera season,

Already $600,000 Forwarded to 
Relief of Jews. 


$50,000 MORE GOING TO-DAY 


Committee Hears Statements from Dr. 
Dillion That Swell the Number 
of: Massacre Victims. 


The National Committee for the Relief 


ef Sufferers by Russian Massacre held a} 


meeting yesterday in Temple Emanu-El, 
at which Oscar S. Straus presided and 
reports were made by Treasurer Jacob 
H. Schiff, Secretary Cyrus L. Sulzberger, 
and the various trade committees that 
have been soliciting funds. 

Although the list given out from Mr. 
Schift’s office is smaller numerically than 
on previous days, because the clerks were 
able to complete it only up to noon yester- 
day, it compares in the total favorably 
with the lists heretofore published, and 
shows an undiminished interest all over 
the country. 

The total of contributions for half a 
day only is $63,656, and the grand total in 
cesh so far received is $562,307. However, 
$600,000 already has been forwarded to 
London by Mr. Schiff. The announce- 
ment of this amount, coupled with the 
further statement of Mr; Schiff that the 
fund exceeded $600,000 with about $100,- 


000 more in sight, brought forth tremen- | 


dous applause. from the members of the 
committee. 


In opening the meeting Mr. Straus paid | 


a glowing tribute to Mr. Sulzberger. He 


@aid that he had been connected with! 
many public movements, but that in none | 


had the work been done so thoroughly 


and expeditiously as in the present in-! 


@tance, and that this was due in large 
measure to Mr. Sulzberger's efforts. 

“In-all,” said Mr. Straus, “we sent 
telegrams to 454 communities, and in all 
of them.the work of collecting funds be- 
gan within a few hours after our com- 
munication was received.’

Mr. Schiff said he had been in constant | 
communication by; eAble with Sir Samuel 
Montagu, Chairman of the London Relief | 
Committee, and with Baron Horace Gunz- 
berg, who was directing the disbursement | 
of funds, and that he thoroughly appre- 
ciated the immense task that they must | 
grapple with. Mr. Schiff said he had 
asked Sir Samuel Montagu to forward the | 
money as quickly as received to Russia, 
and not to let it accumulate in England. |

The two interests in this country that

The feeling is pro- 
nounced in favor of securing the univers- 
al adoption of the present American rule 
if possible. It is believed the. acceptance 
of the present rule in use here can be 
secured. 

A formal acceptance of the invitation 
of the Yacht Racing Association of Eng- 
land to be present’ at the London con- 
gress was dispatched, with the statement 
that the personnel of the delegation and 
the warrant of its powers would be for- 
warded later.

President Maccabe in his annual report 
laid particular stress on the evils that 
menace amateur athletic sport, and made 
an earnest appeal for drastic action. Re- 
garding the Duffey case he said: 

What seems to have created a profound sen- 
;8ation in the world of sport are the recent al- 
leged revelations of Arthur F. Duffey, and, ap- 
parently, of his own free will and 
Duffey, even now, does not pretend to be a 
professional, simply claiming to have received 
excessive expense money. This admission, 
;even, is enough to convict him, for the Ama- 
jteur Athletic Union law is simple enough on 
this score, and leaves no room for doubt or 
misinterpretation in the mind of any honest 
tathiete. The man who deliberately accepts ex- 
cessive expense money is a professionl of the 
worst type, and the seal of amateur condemna- 
tion should be placed upon him forever. In the 
eaSe of Duffey, it is recommended that all 
mention of him be expunged from the records 
of the Amateur Athletic Union, commencing 
from the day when he admits having received 
excessive expense money. It is also recom- 
mended that further legislation be enacted, to 
the end that the payirg of expense money may 
|} be regulated in a more systematic manner, 
and, if possible, that a limit to such payments, 
by clubs only; be established. 

The report shows a club membership of 
|} 156 and a total of 11,555 registered ath- 
letes in the various associations. The total 
receipts of the year from all sources were 
$4,786.39 and expenditures $3,274.88, leay- 
ing a yearly profit of $1,511.51 and a total 
balance on hand of $5,869.07. The report

MAY CONNECT WITH P. R. R. 


Manhattan Theatre and Trainor’s Hotel 
Among the Landmarks Threatened 
—Owners May Put Up a Fight. 


Condemnation proceedings were begun 
yesterday by the New York and Jersey 
Railroad Company, of which W. G. Mc- 
Adoo is President, to acquire title to the 
properties on the west side of Broadway, 
between Thirty-second and Thirty-third 

Streets, and on both of these streets for 
a distance of 400 feet west of Broadway, 
or half way to Seventh Avenue,
